BRITISH BANKING DEVELOPMENTS. 


The present phase of British hanking develapment, which mag 
be ssid to have begun in 1914, when war brought the operations of 
the German banks to a standstill. hss reached a very important 
stage and one which should be of deep interest to Hongkong, with 
its big banking establishments. Fusions have reduced the number 
of big banks from eleven to five, and’ these have hetween them 
absorbed a number of small provincial concerns ani private hanks. 
either by straightforward amalzamation er purchase of acontrellin= 
interest. There are now very few small institutions left, and it is 
only a question of time before these are swallowed up by the larger 
“units. Three of the Jeading Scastish banks are now controls} hy 
the big: London banks, and two ef the Irish banks have come within 
their powerfol orbit, Bot the fusion movement is not confined ta 
banks. working in the Mother Country. 19 
overseas are also rapidly extending the scope of their operations, 
either by alliances with other banks o7 fy fusions or stork owner. 
ships. These overseas bunks, whose purpos> is primarily tadevelop 
the trade of the countries where they operate, will be able to dn this 

‘with greater facility and cheapness by virtue of these new arranges 
ments. - . 

Most of the German banks operating abroad were merely 
subsidiaries of the Fatherland banks and had no independent 
status. They gave cheap esd ungrudging service to their cus- 
tomers but solely for the purpose of benefiting German-trade. The 

- British banks opprating abroad, on the other hand, had a sepa 
and independent existence. Theg allied themselves closely 
the interests of the country in which thes operated. Is is not 
the selfish purpos2 of the developing British trade only with forelen 
countries that the British banks are developing conne s with 
other British banks. Bat they are doing so with the ub i 
able to provide the same facilities as German banks, for 
has proved thata bank with an office ar clos connec
